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WASHINGTON, June II 
(AP). — The United States, 
Great Britain and Russia have 
reached a “‘full understanding 
with regard to the urgent 
tasks of creating a second 
front in Europe in 1942.’’ This 
was officially announced to- 
day in Washington and Lon- 
don. 

The announcement disclosed 
for the first time that. Vyache- 
slav Molotov, the Russian For- 
eign Commissar, had been in 
Washington. Whether the 


agreement provided for open- 
ing of a second front, which 
would relieve strain on the 
struggling Russians manning 
the eastern front in Europe, 
was not specifically stated. 

The American announcement, 
from the White House, spoke of 
the “urgent tasks” of opening such 
a front “in 1942,” while in London 
Foreign Minister Anthony Eden 
spoke both of the “urgent task” 
and the “urgent need.” 

“Unity” of Views. 

The American President and the 
Russian Commissar, the White 
House said, also attained a “unity” 
of views on two other vital ques- 
tions pertaining to their war 
efforts: 

“Measures for increasing and 
speeding up the supplies of planes, 
tanks and other kinds of war ma~- 
terials” from the United States to

Molotov, following the invitation 
of the President of the United 
States of America, arrived in 
Washington May 29 and was for 
some time the President’s guest.

St. Lenisan Fought at Midway 
As Navigator of B-17 Bomber

GENERAL EMMONS’ HEAD- 
QUARTERS IN HAWAII, June 11 


(AP).—“A better show than the 
World Series,” was the way crew 
members of one of the Army’s big 
B-17 bombers (Flying Fortresses) 
described the Battle of Midway. 

Pilot Capt. Charles E. Gregory 
of Houston nudged his co-pilot and 
fellow Texan, Lieut. Robert O. Pate 
of Dallas, the first time they saw 
anti-aircraft shells coming up at 
them. 

“We felt so good to be in action,” 
the captain recalled today, “that 
we just laughed at those shells.” 

That's the way the whole crew 
felt, from bombardier Lieut. Henry 
H. Fitts of Macon, N. C., who sat 
in the nose and saw his bombs hit 
a Japanese aircraft carrier, to tail 
gunner Corp. Melvin E. Lomax of 
Wichita, Kan., who during the 
fight called to Gregory over the 
interplane radio, “Hey, captain, 
slow down and let that Zero (Jap- 
— fighter plane) catch up with 
us!” 

Navigator Lieut. Yale H. 
of St. Louis, Mo., commented, “The 
first time I saw those Jap bullets 
flying past, I began thinking about 
my girl and hoping I'd get back to 
see her some day.” 

These men all came back with- 
out a scratch and with their plane 


undamaged by Japanese bullets or

The plane, brand new, flew 57 
hours in four days and participated 
in all actions both June 3 and 
June 4.

Open to Public. 

The meeting probably will be 
held before June 25, when the 
board will assemble to act on the 
committee’s report. The special 
session will be open to the public, 
as are all regular board meetings. 

Board members who are dis- 
satisfied with the administration of 
Dr. Anderson feel that some offi- 
cial action on their stand should 
be taken, since the matter has 
been discussed only at an informal 
gathering three weeks ago at the 
country place of Board Member 
William Schumacher. 

The decision reached there was 
to inform Dr. Anderson that most 
of the board thought he had failed 
as an administrator, and that he 
ought to look for another position.

Found “Inefficiency.” 

Most of the committee’s sugges- 
tions for improvements pertained 
to divisions of Dr. Anderson’s in- 
struction department. The com- 
mittee found a “great lack of co- 
operation and inefficiency” in vari- 
ous branches of Sullivan’s depart- 
ment. It held that, in this divi- 
sion, the accounting system ‘in- 
stalled by the board’s auditing firm 
was practically in discard and that 
available records were five to six 
months behind. 

Many jobs done by the building 
department greatly exceed in costs 
the department’s own estimates, 
the committee said, and the “ever- 
present feeling of fear and suspi- 
cion exists in this department to a 
point that makes it almost impos- 
sible to make a survey.” 

The “fear and suspicion” that 
was so evident in the building de- 
partment is a condition that exists 
in some degree throughout the en- 
tire public school system, the spe- 
cial committee said in its report. 
It called it “one of the greatest ob- 
stacles in‘the way of free inter- 
change of suggestions.” 

Came in Trembling, 

Many of the 500 to 600 school 
employes who appeared before the 
Committee came in trembling. One

Be Placed 


Check-Up Shows 42,000 Volunteers, Trained 
But In Most Cases Unequipped, Could 


on Duty. 


If St. Louis should be bombed 
tonight—and the regional Office of 
Civiian Defense in Omaha has is- 
sued an official warning that 


“token raids in the Midwest must 
be anticipated soon”—its OCD units 
could function as well as those of 
any other Midwestern city. 

That was the opinion expressed 
by Joseph D, Scholtz, director of 
OCD activities in the nine states 
in this region, after he inspected 
this city’s defense preparations yes- 
terday. 

A checkup by the Post-Dispatch 
revealed today that in the event of 
an immediate raid, 42,000 trained, 
but in most cases unequipped OCD 
volunteers in the protective divi- 
sion could be put on duty in vir- 
tually air sections of the city on 
short notice. 

Air raid wardens, auxiliary fire- 
men and policemen, medical field 
units, rescue crews, public utility 
repairmen and street clearance 
crews are ready to go into action. 

Equipment Lacking. 

There is, on the other hand, little 
or no equipment for fighting incen- 
diary bombs, and no gas decontam- 
ination squads. There are possi- 
bilities of considerable delay in 
equipping some emergency medica] 
teams, and only the beginnings of 
a messenger service for use if or- 
dinary communications are de- 
stroyed, 

If St. Louis were bombed, OCD 
Co-ordinator Harry D. McBride 
told a reporter, it would be a 
“token” or nuisance bombing 
aimed at civilian morale, in which 
small explosive and incendiary 
bombs would be used. Since there 
are no enemy bases nearby, he 
said, there could be no sustained 
heavy raids such as those on Co- 
logne and Essen, and the possi- 
bility that telephone exchanges 
and underground cables would be 
demolished is slight. 

The OCD control center in the 
Civil Courts Building is being 
manned 24 hours a day, he said, 
and the Army could be relied on 
to warn the city well in advance 
of the approach of enemy planes. 
Principal .OCD officers and a suf- 
ficient force of telephone opera- 
tors and communications officers 
to direct the organization could 
be assembled at the control center 
within 15,.minutes of the receipt 
of a warning, he said. 

Mobilization System. 

OCD volunteers would be mo- 
bilized by a telephone “fan out” 
system, already set up for most 
functions, under which the control 
center notifies key officials, who 
in turn notify five subordinates, 
each of whom notifies five others, 
and so on, in ever-widening waves. 

If a “red” warning were received, 
meaning that a raid could be ex- 
pected any moment, persons op- 
erating factory whistles in the air- 
raid alarm system would be noti- 
fied by a similar fan-out system. 
This telephone relay has operated 
in three minutes under actual tests. 
Since last month’s test of the 
air-raid warning system, which 
showed there were many parts of 
the city in which the whistles were. 
heard only faintly, additional 
whistles have been added to the 
hook-up and others strengthened, 
McBride said. 

In all 6834 air-raid wardens have’ 
completed or nearly completed 
their training in first aid, fire and 
gas defense and basic OCD organi- 
zation and drill work. 

All district and zone headquar- 
ters, and at least 85 per cent of the 
city’s 1680 posts, would be manned 
on short notice, and all the posts— 
one for every 500 residents—could 
be covered later by transferring 
wardens from one zone to another, 
Howard V. Stephens, chairman of 
the warden organization, reported. 

Wardens are not equipped with 


— 


uate areas in which they detected 
as. 

To provide emergency medical 
care, 35 “hospital units” and 35 
“field units,” each consisting of 
doctors, nurses and stretcher bear- 
ers, have been organized and 
drilled. The hospital units would 
be sent immediately to the scene of 
a disaster in city or private ambu- 
lances, As soon as possible, they 
‘would be relieved by a field unit, 
which would be assembled and 
brought to the scene by the 80 de- 
livery trucks already equipped for 
duty as emergency ambulances. 

Except for 200 stretchers, the 
medical units have no equipment 
of their own, and would have to 
obtain their instruments and dress- 
ings from the regular supplies of 
hospitals. Dr. E. Lawrence Keyes, 
in charge of the field units, said 
all hospitals have been given lists 
of emergency supplies and asked 
to keep them instantly available, 
but only a few of the larger hos- 
pitals have done so. 

To rescue persons from wrecked 
buildings, 38 demolition crews, 
each consisting of 30 building 
tradesmen such as carpenters, iron 
workers, plumbers and electricians, 
have been organized and are ready 
for duty. Their equipment, which 
they would obtain from building 
contractors and the WPA, is stored 
in designated places and is avail- 
able day or night. 

Fire, Police Training. 

A total of 1508 auxiliary police- 
men and 1976 auxiliary firemen 
have completed or nearly com- 
pleted their training and would re- 
port to assigned district police 
stations or fire engine houses when 
the air-raid warning sounded. They 
have no equipment of any kind, 
McBride said, but could assist reg- 
ular police and firemen in an emer- 
gency. At least some volunteers 
would report to every police and 
fire station in the city, he said. 

Arrangements have been made to 
mobilize regular employes of the 
Streets and Sewers Department to 
form street clearing crews.

The Soviet Information Bureau 
announced that Field Marshal Gen.

Earlier Kharkov Drive. 

Marshal Semeon Timoshenko’s 
Red Army shock divisions presed 
hard upon Kharkov in an 18-day 
campaign last month. The Infor- 
mation Bureau said 90,000 Ger- 
mans were killed or captured, 
against 75,000 Russians killed or 
missing. 

(The Germans asserted three 
Russian armies were wiped out 
and that 240,000 men ‘were Ccap- 
tured.) 

The Timoshenko offensive—re- 
ported to have broken up Nazi 
plans for a second march imme-

WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP).— 
Senator Guffey: (Dem.), Pennsylva- 
nia, told the Senate today that 
Congress should not tolerate press 
criticism of that type which he 
charged “evidences a design to un- 
dermine public confidence in repre- 
sentative. government.” 

Reading from a. manuscript, Guf- 
fey told his colleagues he believed 
there was a “blind, unreasoning, 
bitter opposition to the President 
and the majority. in Congress” 
which had been fostered by many 
columnists and commentators. 

““Congress has demonstrated over 
the past 10°years that it-can take 
criticism,” Guffey declared. “It 
has taken plenty. But it will not, 
and it should not, tolerate criti- 
cism intended to destroy the pres- 
tige of the legislative process in 
time of war?” 

The eelements in the press which 
he criticised, Guffey said, are “dan- 
gerous only because they are un- 
wittingly the tools. of deadly forces 
which they could not be expected 
to understand.” 

“They are bad little boys playing 
with dynamite,” he asserted, “and 


‘what they need is not repressive 


legislation, but a trip to the wood- 
shed.” 

Guffey said that much of the op- 
position to the President and a 
majority of Congress was “consist- 
ently isolationists” up to the mo- 
ment of Pearl Harbor.

—Going through a strenuous 15- 
part test of shooting proficiency 
in a. nation-wide qualification se- 


ries, which annually draws thou- 
sands of junior marksmen into 
competition, Robert Bauer of. St. 
Louis has established himself as 
one of the country’s outstanding 
junior riflemen as he becomes. one 
of the first winners of the Distin- 
guished Rifleman Gold Bar in 1942. 

The 17-year-old youth was award- 
ed this highest of all National 
Rifle’ Association junior‘honors by 
the NRA Junior Division here. He 
achieved it after proving his abil- 
ity in the four standard shooting 
positions—prone, sitting, kneeling 
and standing—over the 50-foot in- 
door course. The final examina- 
tion for the distinguished, medal,

TRIAL OF DYE TRUST CASES 
POSTPONED FOR DURATION 


Stimson Said Hearings Involving 
$ Firms Would Interfere 
With War Effort. 

WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP).— 
The trial of eight chemical com- 
panies and 20 individuals on 
charges of conspiracy to violate 
the anti-trust laws by monopolizing 
the manufacture and sale of dye- 
stuffs has been postponed for the 
duration on the representation of 
Secretary of War Stimson that to 
proceed would “seriously interfere 
with the war production effort.” 

The Department of Justice dis- 
closed this today in an exchange of 
letters between Stimson and Attor- 
ney General Biddle. The postpone- 
ment “to a later date” is‘ in line 
with an agreement among the War, 
Navy, and Justice Departments ap- 
proved by President Roosevelt 
March 20. 

The indictment named as defend- 
ants or co-conspirators principal 
chemical companies of the world, 
including the largest ones in Ger- 
many, France, Great Britain and 
Japan.

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WPB Risking Power Shortages 
To Provide Copper for Shells, 
Official Says; REA Line Defended 


JUNE 11, 1942 __ 


Engineer Tells House Group He Approved 
Priorities for Ark-La Co-operative Because 
War Plants Will Need Electricity. 


WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP).— 
A House Military Affairs subcom- 
mittee was told today that War 
Production Board officials are 
risking possible power shortages 
in some areas to meet constantly 
growing demands for copper for 
munitions. J. 8. Knowlson, direc- 
tor of WPB’s Industry Operations 
Division, testified that “the grow- 
ing demand for and the 
growing demand for copper have 
necessitated many compromises.” 

“In many places,” he said, “w 
are taking chances of power 
shortages for which our only ex- 
cuse is that need for shells today 
justifies the risk of a shutdown 
tomorrow.” 

The committee, of which Repre- 
sentative Faddis (Dem.), Pennsyl- 
vania, is chairman, is inquiring 
into charges by private utilities 
that the Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministration’s Ark-La electric co- 
operated “wasted” copper in build- 
ing a transmission line from Okla- 
homa to Arkansas. Knowlson said 
WPB’s Power Division recom- 
mended priorities for this line, 
which will transmit power from 
Grand River Dam, in Oklahoma, 
to an’ aluminum plant at Lake 
Catherine, Ark. 

W. 8S. Peterson, consulting engi- 
neer for WPB’s Power Division, 
said he had approved the line not 
only because he considered it es- 
sential to supply part of the power 
needed for the next several 
months by the aluminum plant, 
but needed later for other war 
plants in the power shortage area 
of Arkansas, Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi. 

When all engineering factors 
were weighed, he sdid, this line 
was considered more conservative 
of copper than an alternative pro- 
posal of a Southwest pool of pri- 
vate utilities for supplying all of 
the power to the aluminum plant. 
This private group, headed by the 
Arkansas Power & Light Co., has 
a contract to supply 65,000 kilo- 
watts of power, the REA co-op 
32,500, for the Lake Catherine 
project. 

Walter C. Page, of WPB’s Zinc 
Division, said production of zinc 
in the Oklahoma-Missouri-Kansas 
area probably could be stepped up 
considerably, and that while power 
was not the most important fac- 
tor, it was becoming important. 
Oklahoma witnesses complained 
last week that the REA line would 
take power needed in Oklahoma 
for zinc development into Arkan- 
sas, where they insisted it was not 
needed, 

Knowlson told the committee 
that in deciding on the.plan for 
providing power for the Arkansas 
aluminum plant, “neither the plan 
of the various private power com- 
panies nor the plan submitted by 
the public power agancies” was 


adopted.

Faddis later told the House that

This is only partially true. If 
the war lasts still two years or 
more, Itabira’s 68-70 per cent ore 
is essential to British war produc- 
tion. For British steel is produced 
by the Bessemer process. This ore 
is not essential to the open-hearth 
process of steel making used in 
the United States. 


Yet the United States fs guar- 
anteed half of Itabira’s ore pro- 
duction if we want it. While Lake 
Superior ores can be smelted with- 
out addition of better ores, Eng- 
land needs such high fron-content 
ores to mix with its own low-grade 
15-20 per cent ores, . 


The war must end sometime, 
however, and then the condition of 
Brazil linked to Britain's steel in- 
dustry will still continue. 


U.S. Steel Too High 


Several explanations are ad- 
vanced for this ap t surren- 
dering of United States interests 
in Brazil to Britain. 


One fact is that in South Amert- 
ca, American heavy steel goods 
between 1918 and 1939 were shut 
out by European competition with 
hardly an effort. High labor costs 
in the United States are the main 
reason. 

United States steel products 
which find a ready market in 
South America are specialty, high 
quality goods: Window frames, 
hand tools, machine tools, automo- 
biles, instruments. 

That bald dollars and cents fact 
that the United States cannot com- 
pete with European heavy steel 
production is the reason for bene- 
volent assistance to steel produc- 
tioi in South America. 

For instance, the small Chilean 
steel industry has been assisted

Political Considerations 

The political angle of the Itabira 
deal must also be considered, in 
discussing what the United States 
gets from it. There is the wartime 
imperative of keeping one’s friends 
strong, and both Brazil and Britain 
come high in this category. 

Brazilian experts think of Itabira 
ore as the key to open up the Rio 
Doce Valley, much as the discovery 
of gold in California opened up the 
whole of that State, 

Itabira ore is a high-priced arti- 
cle against which will be charged 
the cost of roads, railways, jungle 
clearance and fever control. The 
real, lasting result, it is- hoped, will 
be steel smelters and rolling mills, 
using lesser ores but providing 
Minas Geraes State with a new 
industry and Brazil with a new 
independence.

State Department's Vichy Policy Fails. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE recent dispatch from Beirut by A. 

‘& C. Sedgwick reporting that our cease- 
less policy of appeasing Vichy was caus- 
ing disillusionment and bitterness among 
the Free French was very revealing. 

Certainly the State Department's policy 
toward the Vichy Government has not 
worked. Despite that policy of appease- 
ment, the Vichy forces have fought with 
determination against our Allies when- 
ever they wanted to occupy French terri- 
tory in order to forestall an Axis seizure, 
even though assurances were given that 
the occupation was only for the duration 
of the war. Yet they willingly and peace- 
fully turned over to the Japanese com- 
plete control of French Indo-China, and 
thus made easy Japan's victories in the 
Far East, 

If the French fleet has not yet been 
turned over to Hitler, it is solely because 


of the objection of the French sailors and 


common people, not because of our State 
Department's appeasement policy. 

Those brave souls in the regions of 
Europe occupied by the Nazis who are 
keeping: up sabotage and terror against 
their Nazi conquerors are among the 
most courageous of our Allies, and 
should be given every encouragement. 
The continued tenderness of our State 
Department toward such Axis puppets 
as Franco in Spain and the Vichy Gov- 
ernment must be as disheartening to 
them as it is to the Free French forces 
fighting outside of France.

Administrator Walling, nevertheless, brought suit 
to require the building operators to pay these em- 
ployes at rates not less than those set by the wage- 
hour law. He did so on the grounds that since the 
‘buildings rented space to manufacturers of clothing, 


j the building employes were also in work which af- 
fected interstate commerce, 


The result in the Supreme Court was an 8-to-l de- 
cision in favor of the Walling contention, with Jus- 
tice Frankfurter speaking for the eight Justices who 
hold their’ commissions from President Roosevelt, 
The difficult nature of the problem was recognized 
by Mr. Frankfurter when he said: ; 

To search for a dependable touchstone by 
~which to determine whether employes are “en- 
gaged in commerce or in the production of goods 
for commerce” is as rewarding as an attempt 
to square the circle. The judicial task in marking 
out the extent to which Congress has exercised 
its constitutional power over commerce is not 
that of devising an abstract formula. 

Perhaps in no domain of public law are general 
propositions less helpful and indeed more mis- 
chievous than where boundaries must be drawn 
under a Federal enactment between what it has 
taken over for administration by the central 
Government and what it has left to the states. 
To a considerable extent, the task is one of ac- — 
commodation as between assertions of new Fed- 
eral authority and historic functions of the in- 
dividual states. ; 

The expansion of our industrial economy has 
inevitably been refletted in the extension of 
Federal authority over economic enterprise and 
its absorption of authority previously possessed 
by the states. 3 } 
With this as a philosophical basis, Justice Frank- 

furter went on to reason that without light and 
heat the tenants of the building could not engage 
in the production of goods for interstate commeree. 
Similarly, he found that watchmen and porters and 
elevator operators were required to maintain safe, 
habitable loft buildings in which interstate com- 
merce goods were produced. . 

Finally, he dismissed the contention that the 
buildings could be regarded as “service establish- 
ments” within the exemptions provided by law. 
“Selling space in a loft building,” he said, “is not 
the equivalent of selling services to consumers.” 

The one-man minority opinion of Justice Roberts 
differed sharply and concisely: 

I dissent. I think the power of Congress does 
not reach the purely local activities in question. 
If it did, the commerce power alone would sup- 
port regulation of any local action since it is 
conceivable that such activity, however remotely, 
“affects” commerce or is “necessary” to the pro- 
duction of goods for commerce. 


But I am convinced that Congress never in- 
tended by this statute to reach the employes of 
the petitioners. Neither the words of the act, nor 
its legislative history, nor the purpose to be 
served, requires the application of the statute to 
these cases. 

It is not to be doubted for an instant that this 
ruling stretches the commerce clause much wider 
than ever before. No such view of this already 
greatly expanded authority has ever had Supreme 
Court sanction. 

Who can say where this application stops? If the ‘ 
elevator operator or night watchman in a building 
which rents to an interstate commerce company is 
also in interstate commerce, then’ what about the 
waitress who serves those interstate commerce em- 
ployes their noonday lunch? What about laundry 
workers who keep their clothes in condition to wear? 
What about sales forces in the stores who provide 
them with the necessities of life? 

These questions do not imply that service workers 
should not be protected against starvation wages 
and excessive houfs—far from it. The issue they 
raise is whether that protection should still be a 
responsibility of the states or should be turned over 
ehtirely to the, Federal Governmenht. 

The decision in the case of the loft, buildings goes 
so far beyond the position whieh Justice Holmes 
took in hig famous dissent in the 1918 child labor 
case that his pioneering stand disappears:in the mists 
of ancient history. Who, indeed, is not now in inter- 
state commerce? 
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TICKETY BOO.

everybody's income tax. The committee approved a 
tax of only $7, which means cutting the. Treasury 
estimate by a flat 60 per cent. It went along 
with the Treasury on increasing whisky and wine 
taxes, except for reducing the proposed rates for 
wine of low alcoholic content. Why this tenderness 
toward beverages whose ‘consumers are prepared to 
pay a higher tax? | 3 

The Treasury proposed that the present 11%4-cent- 
a-gallon tax on gasoline be doubled. This proposal 
has now been rejected by the House Ways and 
Means Committee.’ Meanwhile, the Government is 
struggling to find a way for reducing use of autos 
in the regions where gasoline rationing has not been 
applied. Aside from the revenue, and that is needed 
badly enough, an increased tax on gasoline is worth 
considering from the angle of conservation alone. 

The Treasury also asked for an increase in the tax 
‘on lubricating oils from 4% to 10 cents a gallon. 
The committee's response to this request was to 
approve an increase of only 6 cents a gallon. 

All this carving of Treasury schedules is plainly 
leading up to a drive for a Federal sales tax. Again 
committee spokesmen are saying dolefully that they 
just can’t find a way to raise the necessary wartime 
revenue without a sales tax, 

The people will accept in good spirit a levy on 
all purchases if they are convinced it is necessary. 
+ But the committee, by refusing to tax middle and 
upper-bracket incomes as heavily as the Treasury 
suggests, reducing its schedule for beer and wine and 
rejecting its plan for gasoline, is certainly not mak- 
ing a convincing case for imposing a Federal tax on 
bread, pork chops and overalls. 
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JUSTICE MURPHY’S ACTION. 


|” Associate Justice Frank Murphy is well equipped 


to serve on the staff of Gen. George C. Marshall, 
Mr. Murphy was a Captain in the last war and was 
on duty with the Army of Occupation in Germany. 
He is a former Governor of a great industrial state, 
Michigan, and his public service has embraced 
tenures ag High Commissioner of the Philippines 
and Attorney General of the United States. 

However, his failure to resign from the court can 
occasion only misgivings, The duties and responsi- 
bilities of the court, like those of the executive and 
legislative branches, are not reduced but are tre- 
mendously expanded in wartime, and on all three 
branches of government there must rest the weight 
of leadership not only of our own people in a critical 
hour but of a free world we are obligated to help 
establish in insuring victory, after we have won. it. 

Supreme Court Justices, like the least of us, are 
not immune to extraordinary service in wartime. 
Mr. Justice Roberts’ splendid work as chief investi- 
gator, on assignment b the President, of the Pearl 
Harbor debacle, is a testimonial to the ability of all 
Americans to perform additional duty when their 
country requires it. But none has forgotten, from 
the soft, easy days of peacetime, that administration 
laxity in filling high and low court vacancies served 
only to embarrags, impede and injure administration 
of justice. Surely, in time of total war and in the 
period of global reconstruction that must follow, 
there is no room for inconclusive verdicts from 
depleted courts or 4-4 decisions that decree nothing. 

If Mr. Justice Murphy seeks a precedent, as all 
good jurists do, he might consider the action of the 
able Assistant Secretary of War, Robert Patterson, 
who resigned a lifetime appointment on the Federal 
Circuit Court of Appeals to serve the War Depart- 
ment and his country “for the duration.” 
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A UNION STOPS AN OUTLAW STRIKE. 

It was not so long ago that members of Congress 

were discussing a “work or fight” law as a means 
of controlling strikes in industry. No action was 
taken on this, since labor organizations joined in a 
no-strike pledge for the duration. Government fig- 
ures show that not one strike authorized by union 
officers has taken place since Pearl: Harbor, but 
there remains the problem of the “wildcat” strike, 
the unauthorized and illegal walkout that could also 
become an obstacle to production. 
_ The War Labor Board recently experimented suc- 
cessfully with a plan for getting these sporadic dis- 
turbances under eontrol. ‘The laboratory for this 
innovation in strike control was the Hathaway 
Mills, at New Bedford; Mass, A dispute over the 
number of looms the men were to operate arose 
between the AFL union and ‘the management, and 
an arbitration group was formed. The finding was 
against the union, but instead of accepting the deci- 
sion, 156 weavers went on strike. Despite appeals 
by the War Labor Board, the AFL and their own 
union, the United Textile Workers of America, the 
men remained on'strike. . 

This troublesome: issue was adjusted by co-opera- 
tion of the UTW and the War Labor Board, William 
H. Davis, chairman of the WLB, ‘telegraphed the 
strikers that unless they returned to work at once, 
the union ‘had agreed to furnish men to take their 
places, and would ‘begin expulsion action against 
the strikers, on charges of violating their contract 
and the international’s constitution.. All the men re- 
turned to work next morning, ' 

The union here showed its sense of responsibility 
by joining the Government agency in bringing pres- 
sure upon a headstrong minority and thus ending 
a work stoppage. Undoubtedly otlrer unions would

HE House Ways and Means Committee, | 


working on income. tax and other tax 

plans, has voted in favor of reversing 
the present law on income taxes and ali- 
mony. 

Under the present law, the ex-husband 
who pays alimony cannot deduct these pay- 
ments on his income tax returns, and the 
ex-wife who receives the money is not taxed 
on that money as income. Thus the ex- 
husband pays an outgo tax instead of an in- 
come tax with regard to alimony, while the 
ex-wife pays no income tax on alimony 
money that indisputably comes in to her. 

The requirement always has been an un- 
just one. Chairman Doughtoén and his fel- 
low Ways and Means committeemen now 
recommend that Congress remove this in- 
justice in the forthcoming revenue law. 
The recommendation is that the ex-husband 
henceforth: be allowed to deduct the 
amount of alimony paid, and that the ex- 
wife be required to pay income tax on 
alimony received as on any other income, 

We hope the recommendation lives 
through into the new revenue law. We 
hope, too, that this move may lead to other 
reforms in our divorce and alimeny laws.

Our divorce laws are a 48-piece crazy 
quilt.. Each state has its own divorce law, 
differing more or less from the divorce 
law of every other state. 

Some of these laws are sensible, some 
less so. Yet each state is supposed to honor 
divorces obtained in other states. There 
are, however, loopholes for blatkmail, via 
threats to claim that papers were not 
served properly in a divorce obtained else- 
where than in the parties’ home state. 

The New York divorce law is particularly 
misguided, we think, with its recognition 
of adultery ag the only ground for divorce. 
Thia puts the cart before the horse in most 
cases, Adultery is almost always a result. 
of an unsuccessful marriage, not the cause 
of it. Happily married people don’t often 
go looking for mistresses or paramours; 
unhappily married people frequently do. 

This is only one of a multitude of illus- 
trations that could be dug up to show the 
inconsistent, whimsical and often injurious 


chgracter of American divorce laws. We 


believe the only practica] reform would be 


a uniform nation-wide divorce law, adopted 
by all the states if they would consent, 
or enacted by Congress if they wouldn't, 

The alimony business as practiced 
throughout most of the country is mainly 
a racket, 

We can see the justice of alimony in «a 
case where a woman hag spent all her 
younger years and some of her middle 
years at the trade of being a wife and 
mother, and has learned no other trade. 
If for some reason she and her husband 
then get a divorce and she has no means 
of supporting herself comfortably, he should 
be compelled to pay for her support. She 
has earned that much, at least. 

In most other cases, though, we can see 
no justification for alimony.

Take the case of a young wife who 
earned her own living before she was mar- 
ried—a very usual case in these times. 
If the marriage goes on the rocks, the 
chances are that both parties are to blame. 
They didn't try hard enough to adjust to 
each other's personalities, or they were both 
selfish or self-centered, or for some other 
reason, chargeable about equally to both 
of them, it turned out to be no go. That 
is the typical story. 

Why, then, force the man to pay money 
to a woman who ig capable of going back 
to supporting herself? Women nowadays 
enjoy practically all the privileges of men, 
including that of going into the Army. 
Why go on treating them in this one re 
spect as if they were still mid-Victorian 
clinging vines incapable of finding work 
or of holding down jobs if they got them? 

Where there are children involved in a 
divorce of parents both able to earn their 
own livings, we think both should be re- 
quired to contribute to the support of the 
children; that this expense should not be 
saddled exclusively on the man. 

The most ridiculous angle of the alimony 
question, we believe, is the rather frequent 
case of a woman continuing to collect ali- 
mony from her first husband after she has 
married her second. Inexcusable, 

Anyway, we hope the alimony income 
tax injustice is ironed out; and that this 
starts the ball rolling for a lot of other

Unrestricted and laissez- 
faire immigration is not at all 
likely to be a result of this war. 
What is needed is intelligent de- 
velopment and expansion in con- 
nection with planned immigration 
to new areas, taking account of the 
factors of climate, race and cul-

‘If Pegler had stopped-to think 
historically, he would have realized 
that the creation of America was a 
work of Europeans, and that not a 
single altogether unique idea has 
been born on American soil. * 

The United States started as a 
British colony, fought for inde 
dence, and established a new 
tion. The Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, the Constitution, the system 
of law, and the mores of society, 
all have their roots in the culture 
of Europe. 

America is the child of the Crom- 
Wellian British revolution and of 
the French Revolution. Our law 
is based on the British common 
law; our spirft has imbibed the 
spirit of the French Revolution; 
our school and university systems 
are direct descendants of British 
and Continental systems. Without 
the three main props of Western 
civilization: Christianity, rational- 
ity and organized law, there would 
be no America, as we know it. 

Pegler is correct in saying that 
all the “poisons” of Europe have 
invaded us—both the poisons and 
the antidotes. And the process has 
worked both ways. Europe in the 
last generation, especially techno- 
logically, but even culturally, too, 
has become enormously American- 
ized, 

= * * 
B UT a European “poison,” 
which is the prime contribu- 
ting cause of this war, is imbibed 
by Pegler himself; in fact, he has 
become a “political hophead”’ on 
this extremely intoxicating and 
poisonous brew. That is the strong 

poison of nationalism. 

What does Pegler think Naziism 
really is? It is one hundred per 
cent Germanism. It is the thesis 
that everything not German, be it 
Christianity, Roman law, Greek 
and French rationalism—the very 
foundations of Western civilization 
—is “poison.” It is the elevation 
of the nation into sublime and all- 
embracing mystique, outside of 
which there is no assimilable truth, 
and no possibility of other loyal- 
ties. And this nationalism, the most 
corrosive heresy of the times—na- 
tionalism irrational and mystic, go- 
ing way beyond the creative fact 
of nationality—will, unless it is de- 
feated and curbed, destroy the 
whole of civilization and culture, 
and drive the Western peoples 
back into tribal primitivism. And 
of all countries, the one which will 
suffer most will be this one, which 
has not a trace of tribalism in its 
historic development.

She divorced Colby at Reno, Nev., 
in 1929, after a controversy over 
her first novel, “Green Forests,” 
which she published in 1927 after 
32 years as a leading Washington 
hostess. The book had a political 
background. 

Despite her protests that “there 
is not a single thing in the book 
which could possibly be construed 
to apply to Mr. Colby—he’s much 
too colossal a person to be encom- 
passed in a single book,” Colby 
brought suit in Paris for a divorce 
in 1927. They had married in 1895.

Another important factor of 
Brazil’s geography is that the Rio 
Doce is Brazil's only river, except 
the fever-locked Amazon, which 
flows directly toward the sea. 
Brazil's rivers have a habit of 
running paralle] to the sea coast 
or into the interior. The Parana 
begins in Sao Paulo, the Paraguay 
starts in Matto Grosso, and both 
flow to Argentina. The Sao Fran- 
cisco, a huge waterway navigable 
for hundreds of miles, parallels 
the coast and is useless since four 
huge cataracts cut off all contact 
with the sea. A minor river, the 
Parnhyba, looks like a safety pin 


west of Rio de Janeiro, flows south, 
then doubles back and flows north 
finally meeting the sea north of 
Rio. 


Rio Doce Railroad 

Only the Rio Doce acts like a 
normal ‘river. It begins in the 
hills of Minas Geraes (on the other 
side of the watershed begins the 
Sao Francisco), skirts the ends of 
two mountain ranges and enters 
the Atlantic Ocean near the port 
of Victoria, in the State of Espirito 
Santo. 

Near the source of the Rio Doce 
lie the great iron deposits of Brazil. 

The Rio Doce, however, is only 
slightly navigable. It has numer- 
ous falls, and the thick matted jun- 
gie of the valley breeds malaria, 
locking that valley shut until now. 

The value of the Rio Doce as a 
highway into the interior of Bra- 
zil is its one-half of one per cent 
grade per mile. The Victoria 
Minas Railway skirts the river’s 
edge from the sea to Governador 
Valadares,. a town‘ four years old, 
named in honor of the present Gov- 
ernor of Minas. 

With the mere smell of iron in 
the air, Valadares has grown to 
6000 inhabitants existing mean- 
while on cattle farming and quar- 
rying of mica and minor semi-pre- 
cious stones such as beryls, quartz, 
topazes and tourmalines. 

Dr. Lsrael Pinheiro, Minister of 
Agriculture of Minas Geraes and 
the driving spirit behind the whole 
Itabira project, said to me: 

“It isn’t the cash value of iron 
exports that count. Those _ will 
amount to about $7,500,000 per year, 
or less than our present production 
of other minerals. The important 
thing is that the Rio Doce valley 
will be settled, cleaned of fever, 
its jungles struck and a whole fer- 
tile province of 20,000 square miles 
added to Minac Geraes.” 

He added that opening a natural, 
easy grade into Minas Geraes 
along the Rio Doce would ease by 
two-thirds all road and rail trans- 
port which now buckles and snorts 
over two mountain ranges between 
Rio de Janeiro and Belo Horizonte, 
the state capital.

DIAGNOSIS: I was sitting here 
in my office listening to that same 
game via the radio. My feet were 
propped up on the window sill and 
I was tilted back in my chair in a 
semi-recumbent position. If I had 
been idly resting, with my mind on 
nothing exciting, my pulse rate 
} would have been about 68 But I 

counted it during an exciting point 
in the game and found that it was pounding away at 118 beats 
per minute. In other words, excitement had. raised my pulse 50 
beats per minute. By the same tcken, my blood pressure had 
likewise zoomed, though I didn’t take it at the moment, Emo- 
tions can thus dramatically raise our pulse rate and biood pres- 
sure, Which is one of the reasons why elderly people with heart 
trouble or arterial hypertension should try to lead a calm exist- 
ence. 
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I ONCE TOLD ate Te Se. the army whose 
blood pressure jumped from a normal of 138 to the high point 
of 219, just because an army doctor took‘the reading. This colo- 
nel simply had a complex regarding medical doctors. If a civil- 
jan physician took the Colonel’s blood pressure, it usually read 
anywhere from 135 to 140. But as soon as he was confronted by 
a military doctor, it zoomed well over the 200 mark. ‘While that 
is the most extreme case within my own experience, it simply 
shows the tendency in all of us when we grow nervous or ex- 
cited. . Some of you with @ scientific turn of mind might like 
to know why the blood pressure skyrockets under excitement. 
Here's the reason: Surrounding the blood vessels are tiny, cir- 
cular muscle fibers. They can tighten down and thus reduce 
the diameter of the arteries, or relax and let it increase in size. 
Under emotional excitement, these muscle fibers clamp down 
tightly, so the heart must raise the blood pressure in order to 
force the same amount of blood through smaller tubes or ves- 
sels. Plumbers and engineers can readily appreciate this result. 


IF YOU HAVE A Oe of 120, then you 
can stand an increase of 25 to 50 points and still not reach an 
unusually high point. But if your normal pressure is 200 or 
or higher, and then it zooms an additional 25 to 50 points, it is 
obvious that a weak spot or “bubble” on the side of a tiny ves- 
sel may blow out. If this occurs in the brain, the resultant 
bleeding may compress sonte vital nerve cells and cause a stroke. 
Anything, therefore, which will free your mind from worry or 
prolonged nervous strain, will be definitely beneficial to your 


health. If you can ayoid exciting experiences and even the — 


harsh noises or fast tempo of modern city life, your blood pres- 
sure will decline. Religion and a firm faith in God will do mar- 
vels to improve your health and lower your blood pressure. Mil- 
lions of hypochondriacs, therefore, could become happy and 
free from aches or pains if they would join a church and become 
active therein. 
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Don’t waste anything. Don't 
waste your clothes by being care- 
less of them. Don’t use your 
sweater for a wiper or a cushion

CARCELY a week goes by that 
S doesn’t bring a. comment like 

this: “Since AIN’T is in the dic- 
tionary, and almost everybody 
uses the word, why don't you break 
down and admit that it is now 
correct?” 

I can but answer: 1. It is true 
enough that ain't is in some dic- 
tionaries; but it is stigmatized as 
“vulgar; . dialectal; illiterate.” 2. I 
have nothing whatever to do with 
making or changiing the rules of 
American English; my job is to re- 
port, not dictate, good usage. 

Those who advocate the accept- 
ance of ain’t are not acquainted 
with its history. It is a corruption 
of an old contraction for am not, 
written “a’n’t,” and pronounced: 
ahnt, or: ant. When a’n't turned 
into ain’t (an altogether, ridiculous 
contraction, as there is no such 
phrase as “ai not”), the latter 
(ain't) began to mean not only 
“am not,” but “is not, are not, has 
not” and “have not” as well, thus: 
“I ain’t going; he ain't going; they 
ain't going; he ain’t gone; they 
ain’t gone.” Thus ain’t has become 
a barbarous word-of-all-work that 
is as meaningless as it is erroneous.

THESE LETTERS indicate 
some of the high points of that 
queer, queer disease, migraine. It 
is undoubtedly hereditary. It is a 
disease of the active part of life, 
usually beginning about the age of 
19 and usually stopping about the 
age of 50. 

The victim nearly always. can tell 
when he is going to have a head- 
ache, so the admonition to stop 
water drinking can be obeyed in 
most instances early enough to do 
some good. While there are a 
number of different remedies 
which may help, such as the re- 
cently introduced ergotamine, 
there is no 100 per cent relief that 


works in all cases.

Now it can be told; in fact, the 
divorce petition has told, that they 
were married in June, 1936, in 
Canton, China, and separated in 
February, 1940. While it’s a little 
bit like waiting: until the movie's 
over hefore you get to see the be- 
ginning, most people won’t mind 
too much. It should be enough to 
have it over and done with. 

The earliest record of that his- 
toric moment when a reporter first 
asked Paulette, “Are you going to 
marry Charlie Chaplin?” is found 
in ‘the archives of 1932. Paulette, 
then a very platinum blonde chorus 
girl, and Chaplin had met for the 
first time, and both were eligible 
for a matrimonial plunge in the 
sense that neither was married at 
the moment. Chaplin had had two 
divorces, one from Mildred Harris, 
and one from Lita Grey, and Paul- 
ette had just obtained a divorce 
from some obscure Southern gen- 
tleman who has been listed vari- 
ously as Edward James of Ash- 
ville, N. C.; Edgar James Goddard 
of Nashville, Tenn., and just a guy 
named James. As far as Paulette 
was concerned he might as weil 
have been just a guy named Joe 
because after 1932 he disappeared 
from her public life entirely.. She 
even hinted that life with James 
had made her slightly bitter on the 
subject of matrimony, 

“Why should I think of marriage 
now when I’m on a marital vaca- 
tion?” she inquired with some as- 
perity. 

No one else would have thought 
of it either, except for the fact that 
Charlie and Paulette were seen to- 
gether a good deal during the next 
‘few years. When Chaplin’s last si- 
lent film, “Modern Times,” was 
produced and Paulette was cast as 
his leading lady, some of the by- 
standers concluded that he was 
giving her a managerial boost into

In March, 1936, interest was 
again whipped up, some publicity 
men doing the whipping, when 
Paulette, her mother and Chaplin 
took a trip around-~the~ world, 
When -.they, reached . Shanghai, 
Paulette announced ‘their engage- 
ment to a waiting world and hint- 
ed that there might be more te 
their beautiful friendship than just 
a platonic interest in the higher 
things of life, such as the cinema. 
Chaplin was more silent than a 
silent movie about the whole thing. 

Since it’s the usual procedure to 
follow an engagement with a mar- 
riage, those dogged hangers-on 
who were still interested in learn- 
ing the truth and filling their col- 
umns began speculating as to 
where a marriage could have taken 
place. Opinion was somewhat di- 


‘vided. between a ship off the coast 


of India and a yacht at Catalina 
Island. The late-H. H. Niemeyer, 
in trying to solve the mystery, 
came to the conclusion that “only 
Paulette herself, Chaplin and pos- 
sibly a minister or a sea captain 
somewhere, know about the mar- 
riage business.” The,obvious in- 
ference was that the newlywed 
Chaplins must have pushed the 
sea captain overboard after the 
ceremony, for no old salt who 
reached shore was ever heard to 
spin a yarn about that perilous 
sea adventure, the Chaplin-God- 
dard wedding. The bride may have 
worn satin or seaweed for all the 
world knew.

The fact that 
Motion Picture Almanac began 
listing Chaplin as married to God- 
dard but Goddard as not married 
to anyone only added to the gen- 
eral confusion, 


ONVENTIONALISTS were 
C eventually put somewhat at 

ease in 1936 when Winston 
Churchill’s son, Randolph, visiting 
in California, made this pronounce- 
ment, “I am not at liberty to 
quote Mr. Chaplin directly, but I 
can definitely say that they are 
married. I was given to under- 
stand by the principals’ that 
all talk of an engagement was 
ridiculous; that they have been 
married for more than a year and 
both have certain definite reasons 
for maintaining secrecy. Miss God- 
dard told me it was her wish to 
win film fame on her own, not as 
the bride of a notable. A similar 
explanation for the long delay in 
announcing the nuptials was made 
by Mr. Chaplin. He said he was 
eager to launch Miss Goddard on 
a career of her own before letting 
the facts of the marriage be 
known.” 

As Paulette became a runner-up 
in the Searlett O’Hara race, as she 
added a few meatier roles to her 
film record, she evidently consid- 
ered herself launched, and in the 
summer of 1938 she very daringly 
registered at a golf tournament in 
Del Monte, Cal., as Mrs. Charles 
Chaplin. History further records 
that after she had spent 10 days
